There is a growing fear that by 
next winter great difficulty may be 
experienced in filling orderg for coal 
both on account of shortage of man- 
power which is developing as well 
owing to the heavy burden which the 
war is placing on transportation of 
this commodity. 

Coal Administrator Stewart, at Ot- 
tawa, is making. an urgent appeal 
to all Alberta coal users and house- 
holders to obtain their next winter 
supply of coal NOW, and the question 
of arranging credits for this necessity 
is under consideration in the capitol, 

Therefore, those who can immed- 
iately purchase their estimated needs 
of coal for next winter at the present 
time, will assuredly be wise to do so. 
at once; This is one phase of “hoard 
ing” which should be encouraged to 
the full, ©
